Ottawa, January 2nd, 1941— Canada 
is m_ving forward with sober contid- 
ence into a New Year which many be- 
lieve may be fateful in the history of 
the world. Many hope and believe that 
within the year will be moulded the 
forces of victory even though victory 
itself may still be deferred. As the 
curtain comes down on 1940, the Bri- 
tish peoples have heard words of 
cheer from the King, who voicing the 
confidence of the Commonwealth said, 
“Our teet are planted on the path of 
victory.” In Libya British troops who 
are trained desert fighters are besieg- 
ing Bardia and pressing further imto 
Libya. In Albania the Greeks are still 
advancing though mors slowly against 
the beaten Itaiians. There is a move- 
ment of Nazi troops into Rumania 
which is causing speculation on its ob-- 
dective, whether against Russia, ag- 
ainst Turkey or simply to make com- 
plete the German control over Rum- 
ania and increase control over the 
mouth of the Danube. Britain stands 
alertly on guard against possibie in- 
vasion, with eyes on the seas and in 
the skies. While our sister Dominions, 
Australia and New Zealand are win- 
ning new spurs for this war in the 
Libyan desert, another contingent 
from Canada has reached the British 
shores to reinforce the newly created 
Canadian corps which is trained and 
ready to come to grips with the enemy. 
These are events in the rapidiy shift- 
ing drama of the war ag an old year 
dies and another comes on the scene. 
Col, Ralston, minister of national 
defence, with General Crerar, Chief ot 
the Canadian General Staff has been 
visiting Canadian troops in Britain. On 
One of these visits General Crerar 
spoke of the “treasured military reput- 
ation of the past” which he knew was 
“in safe keeping” with the newly form- 
ed corps, “Under the direction and 
command of General McNaughton and 
his divisional commanders, the Canad- 
jan corps of today” he said “will raise 
Canada's fighting record to an even 
greater height when the battle with 
the enemy has been joined.” Minister 
of munitions and supply, C. D. Howe, 
is also in Britain after his trying ex- 
perience on the Western Prince, dis- 
cussing Canada’s part in the supply of 
war materials. Replying to Prime 
Minister King’s Christmas message, 
the King said— “It has been a great 
pleasure to me to see so many repre- 
sentatives of the Dominion and to hear 
particulars of the splendid effort you 
are making in order to achieve victory 
for the Empire.” 


Canada’s War industrialization— 

During the past year, Canada has 
entered a new industrial era. It is of 
course a war industrialization that is 
taking place and it will have to be re- 
modelled when peace returns but 
Canada has become an “industrial” 
nation in a sense that it hag never 
been before. Contracts for war mater- 
jals and supplies placed by the de- 
partment of munitions and supply and 
its predecessor, the war supply board, 
have passed the Billion dollar mark. 
About one-third of these orders have 
been for the British, two-thirds for 
Canadian account. About 11,000 work- 
men are engaged in aircraft industries; 
about 15,000 are working on ship con- 
struction in 40 plants, The British 
admiralty recently ordered another 
12 minesweepers in Canada, At least 
120 naval vessels including 70 cor- 
vetes, antisubmarine patrol ships, have 
been made or are in process of con- 
struction. Canadian yards will turn out 
18 merchant ships for the British. This 
is only a part of the genera! expansion 
of industry which covers a vast and 
varied sphere. Construction con- 
tracts placed by the government have 
reached a total of $90,000,000 while the 
government is financing the building of 
about 20 plants for the manufacture of 
munitions at a total cost of $300,000,000 
{Unemployment Insurance Soon to be 

instituted) 

It is expected that shortly after the 
opening of the New Year, regulations 
will be published governing National 
Unemployment Insurance for the Dom- 
inion, The date will probably be giv- 
en when contributions to the fund will 
begin. During the first year contri- 
butions to the fund will probably reach 
about $60,000,000, of which employers 
will contribute about $24,000,000, em- 
ployees a similar amount, and the gow- 
ernment about $12,000,000. In addit- 
fon the government pays costs of ad- 
ministration which may reach $5,000, 
000. About 2,100,000 workmen would 
come with.» the scope of the insur- 
ance The plan will need a staff of 
nearly 4,000 persons. The insurance 
fund will be invested in government

The national rev enue department 
has perfected plans to mke it easier 
for citizens to pay the higher income 
taxes which are in effect on 1940 in- 
comes, Two alternatives are offered; 
one to pay the tax in eight equal in- 
stalments monthly from January to 
August, the other to pay one twelfth at 
the end of each month for “the first 
four months and one sixth at the end 
of each of the next four months, ‘lhe 
whole plan is voluntary. The public 
may adopt either plan or may continue 
to pay in accordance with regulations 
which have been in force. 

The way is being fully prepared for 
the Dominion-Provincial Conference 
on the Rowell-Sirois Report. Much is 
expected from this meeting which 
takes place the middle of January, but 
it is acknowledged that everything 
depends upon the cooperative spirit 
in which the recommendations of the 
report are approached. 

Despatches from Washington have 
indicated that an agreement on the 
construction of the {3t. Lawrence sea- 
way project will likely be reached at 
Washingtcn between Canada and Unit- 
ed States some time in January. In 
Ottawa it has been stated that there 
is a “possibility” that Canadian repre- 
sentatives may go to Washington but 
“there has been no definite decision 
whether they will or not.” Thus the 
question must rest until more definite 
word is forthcoming.

This brief summary has been pre 
pared for the information of the Al- 
berta public. All should inform them- 
selves without delay on this pressing 
public issue. 

The Report has been well called the 
most important document in Canadian 
history since Confederation and the 
Passing of the B. N. A. Act. 


It provides for a more equitable dis- 
tribution of governmental burdens and 
social service benefits throughout 
Canada. It presents a plan designed to 
improve the systems of taxations and 
to strengthen the financial and econ- 
omic structure both of the Dominion 
and of the separate Provinces. It aims 
at increasing national prosperity, un- 
ity and efficiency. _ 

What might be merely important 
and desirable in peacetime, becomes 
imperative and essential in DUemoc- 
racy's present life or death struggle, 

‘The Commissioners consider it 
both remarkable and significant that, 
On questions on which the most diver- 
gent views are widely and tenaciously 
held both by public men and by _pri- 
vate citizens, they should have arriv- 
ed at complete agreement. This agree- 
ment is not the result of compromise 
or of give and take, but reflects a sin- 
cere unanimity of judgment on the 
great issues which confront the nation. 
Its significance is enhanced by the 
fact that the four Commissioners are 
men from different regions of Canada, 
men who differ widely in background 
and in training, as well as in general 
outlook; and it is also significant that 
the conclusions which they have reach- 
ed are far from being the wiews which 
any One of them held at the outset of 
the inquiry.”

SYNOPSIS OF THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following are the main financial 
recommendations— 


1— Unemployment Relief— 

Assumption by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment of the entire cost of relief to 
unemployed employables and their de- 
pendents. 

This will remove f municipalit- 
ies and provincial governments the 
whole burden of such relief costs—a 
burden which has been largely res- 
ponsible for their financial difficult- 
ies in the past depression and which 
may be very heavy during the post- 
war readjustment. Unemployment is 
recegnized as a national problem. The 
system of divided responsibility be- 
tween the Dominion, the provinces and 
the municipalities is both wasteful and 
inefficient. In this connection it is pro- 
posed that the Dominion establish a 
national Employment Service. 


2— Unemployment Insurance— 

The Commission recommended that 
the Dominion should be able to instit- 
ute an insurance scheme as part of the

3— Provincial Debte— 

The Dominion Government’ is to 
take over all existing provincial debts, 
direct and indirect, From this a saving 
will accrue to Canadian taxpayers be- 
cause the Dominion can borrow and 
refund debts more advantageously 
than a Province. 


4— Taxation— 

The sole right to levy personal in- 
come taxes, succession duties and cor- 
poration taxes is to be given to the 
Dominion Government. 

The reasons for this recommenda- 
tion are fourfold; First, the Dominion 
has to be compensated for assumption 
uf relief and provincial debts. Second, 
the tax structure will be more efficient 
and equitable and collection of taxes 
much simplified. Here again there 
will be a net saving to the taxpayer. 
Third, uniformity will remove busi 
hess impediments and stimulate the 
total national income. Fourth, a source 
of inequality between provinces will 
be removed. 


5— National Adjustment Grants— 

In place of the present illogical sys- 
tem of provincial subsidies, the Do- 
minion will pay National Adjustment 
Grants to the provinces. These grants 
are to be sufficient to put all provin- 
cial governments in a position to pro- 
vide educational and welfare services 
equivalent in quality to the national 
average. The grants, as initially cal- 
culated, are to be’ irreducible, but 
they are subject to revision every five 
years in order to meet changing con- 
ditions, . 


6— Emergency Grante— 

In addition there are the emergency 
grants to provinces faced with abnor- 
mal needs. This provision is especially 
designed to meet such circumstances 
as the agricultural depression in the 
Prairie Provinces.

Win War 


Roosevelt Tells States 


Washington— President Roosevelt 
saying his belief was based on the 
“latest and best information,” told the 
United States the Axis powers “are 
not going to win this war.” 

In a “fireside chat” from the White 
House, broadcast over all major net- 
works, the president said the United 
States is determined to aid Great Bri- 
tain and “no dictator no combination 
of dictators, will weaken that deter- 
mination by threats of how they wil! 
construe that determination.” 

Saying if Britain were defeated the 
United States “would be living at the 
point of a gun,” Mr Roosevelt said “we 
must be the great arsenal of democ- 
racy, For us this is an emergency as 
serious as war itself.” 


Enormous Resources— 

Mr Roosevelt declared “if Great 
Britain goes down, the Axis powers 
will control the continents of Europe, 
Asia, Africa, Australasia, and the 
high seas—and they will be in a posi- 
tion to bring enormous military and 
naval resources against this hemis- 
phere, 

A British defeat would bring “a 
new and terrible era” for the whole 
world, Mr Roosevelt said. To survive 
in such a world “of brute force” the 
United States would have to become 
permanently a militaristic power. 


Pious Fraude— 

Some European nations which had 
non-intervention pacts with Germany 
had been “attacked, over-run and 
thrown into the modern form of slav- 
ery,” the president said, “The fate of 
these nations tells us what it means 
to live at the point of a Nasi gun. 


Can't Be Appeased.— 

The experience of the last two 
years, Mr Roosevelt declared “has 
proven beyond doubt that no nation 
can appease the Nazis." 

“No man can tame a tiger into a 
kitten by stroking it,” he continued. 


“There can be Do appeasement with 
ruthlessness. There can be no reason- 
ing with an incendiary bomb. 

Mr Roosevelt declared “American 
appeasers ignore warnings found in 
the fate of conquered European anat- 
fons and argue “the United States 
might just as well throw its influence 
into the scale of a dictated peace, and 
get the best out of it that wecan.* 

“And most important of all,” he con- 
tinued, “the vast resources and wealth 
of this hemisphere constitute the

OUR RIGHTS— ‘1791 - 1940 - 


Editorial From The New York Times 
December 5th, 1940 
One hundred and forty-nine years 


ago today the first ten amendments | 


to the Federal Constitution, since 
known as the Bill of Rights, became 
part of the basic and abiding law of the 
land, They were intended to protect 
the States and the people in the 
States against abuses of power by the 
new Federal Government, They also 
established certain rights of the indiv- 
idual which the Federal Government 
could not diminish and which the 
States themselves, in the same or sim- 
ilar language, Boutid themselves by 
their own Constitutions to respect. 

It. is these rights of the individual 
that are now, as then, the supreme 
test of democracy. We may worship 
as we please, speak as we please, 
write and print as we please, hold 
public meetings at which the Govern- 
ment is criticized. Government cannot 
search houses without warrant, can: 
not take our property without paying 
for it, cannot quarter soldiers upon us 
in time of peace, cannot try us for 
crime except by due process, must 
grant us jury trial, cannot hold us in 
excessive bail or inflict upon us cruel 
or unusual punishments, We exercise 
some of these rights subject to penal- 
ties if we use them unlawfully to in- 
jure other people, But we do hold 
them. 

Not one of them today is secure in 
one square foot of the European Con- 
tinent. If they exist in Sweden, in 
Switzerland or in any Balkan country 
it is by sufferance, or because Hitler 
has not yet been able to impose his 
“new order” on that country, They 
are of the old order under which self- 
respect is a virtue, freedom a measure 


of civilization, the welfare of the in- 
dividual man, woman and child an 
object consciously pursued. They say, 
in essence, that the State is a servant, 
not a master, 

Absolute justice man has never had 
upon this earth. The Bill of Rights 
has often been violated. But inexorab- 
ly, soon or late, public opinion discov- 
ers and the highest court condemns 
such violations. New instances of 
wrong can be corrected. The nation 
can multiply its population, change 
utterly its manner of living, and yet 
the old principles stand. They will en- 
dure in any true civilization, under 
any trame of government except that 
of sheer and unblushing tyranny. 

Do they matter to us? Look at 
France, which no longer has them. 
Look at Britain, where helpless civil- 
jians nightly risk or endure the tort- 


ures of the damned rather than give | 


them up, Once more men and women 
die for freedom. Once more 


narrow aim, we arm ourselves. For 

them we aid Britain and China. For 

them, if there were no other choice, 

popular opinion in this country would 

surely accept the awful test of war.

ROWELL-SIROIS 


Emergency Grants is the whole phil- 
osophy of the report. Briefly, this is, 
equality of treatment for citizens of 
all provinces. The recommendations 
of the commission are designed to se- 
cure a more equitable distribution of 
the national income and a _ greater 
measure of social and economic secur- 
ity for all. They wish to achieve a 
more uniform standard of living 
throughout Canada. 

7— Income from Corporations Devel- 

oping Natural Resources— 

The Dominion is to pay to each pro- 
vince a sum equal to 10 per cent of 
Company profits derived from mining, 
smelting and refining of ores and oil 
produced in the province. In addition 
to this Alberta will continue to receive 
its present rentals and royalties. This 
will assure Alberta of a large income 


from the development of its natural 
resources. 
8— Future Borrowings— 

No control over provincial borrow- 


ings is suggested, but approval of the 
proposed National Finance Commis- 
sion must be secured if debt charges 
of future borrowings are to be counted 
in measuring fiscal need for the pur- 
pose of National Adjustment Grants. 


PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY 

No control over expenditures of the 
provinces is suggested and complete 
preserved in 
spheres which are primarily cultural 
and social and in the development of 
natural resources. In a number of 
fields, the authority of the provinces 
is to be clarified. The most important 
fact of all is that the provinces are to 
be assured of sufficient revenues to 
maintain the standard of their services 
at the national average in times of de- 
pression as well as in times of prosper- 
ity. As is well known, this is an assur- 
ance the provinces have never had be- 
fore. In the past depression, provinces 
such as Alberta had to curtail] educa- 
tional and other services because of 
declining revenue. If the Recommend- 
ations are adopted, even in a depres- 
sion the maintenanee of schools will 
cease to be a problem. 

PARTICULAR BENEFITS TO 

ALBERTA 

These may be summarized 
lows— 

(a)— Provincial Budget— The Re- 
port (p. 104) states that implementa- 
tion of the Commission's recommenda- 
tions would produce, based on 1936- 
1939 figures, a surplus for Alberta of 
$2,200,000 a year “available for expan- 
sion of education, welfare and develop 
mental expenditures, directly or 
through municipal subsidies, and for 
reduction of taxation.” ‘This would 
give the Provincial Government more 
to spend on the needs of the farming 
eommunity for roads, aids to agricul- 
ture, ete. 

The exact amount saved each year 
to the Province of Alberta will vary 
as the cost of unemployment _ relief 
varies. Unemployment relief may be 


as fol- 


ses of the main recommendations have 
appeared in this and many other news- 
papers. Every citizen should study the 
report and do his level best to secure 
its adoption. This is our chance to 
simplify and co-ordinate our govern- 
ment sermices and to clear the decks 
for the sterner prosecution of the war, 
to which course of action Mr Aberhart 
has pledged himself and his govern- 
ment.

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less during the war years but may rise 
again very greatly in the post war re 
construction period. Moreover, during 
the war years, Alberta should reduce 
its taxation sharply so as to leave the 
field for Dominion taxation for war 
purposes, 


(b) Municipalities: While this was a 
Commission on Dominion Provincial 
Relations, a prime object in the finan- 
cial assistance to the Provinees is 
that theyemay hand on part of that 
assistance to their respective muni- 
cipalities. In addition the direct sav- 
ings to municipalities in Alberta, on 
the basis of 1937 relief costs, would be 
slightly over one million dollars a 
year, Such costs may be less now but 
may well go up again at least for a 
time after the War. 


(c)— Real Estate Taxation— ‘The 
assistance which the Province can 
hand On in part to the municipalities, 
coupled with the direct saving, will 
make possible a lessening of the taxa- 
tion on Real Estate which at present 
is confiscating the homes of the peo- 
ple and discouraging new building. 

(d)— General— With the taking ov- 
er of its debt by the Dominion, the 
default in Alberta bonds will be ad- 
justed, and this first essential to the 
restoration of its credit will be achiev- 
ed, 

The Commission points out that Al- 
berta has large resources and is still 
at the stage when, under normal con- 
ditions, one would expect large scale 
Capital investment and rapid expan- 
sion.

ed. Whether the development is to be 
by public or private enterprise, this 
restoration is equally essential. 


FLEXIBILITY

would be secured by— 

(a) The National Adjustment 
Grants re-appraised every five years. 

(b) The Emergency Grants for ab- 
normal needs. 

(c) The right to re-allocate powers 
and responsibilities as between the 
Dominion and the Provinces by dele- 
gation with mutual consent. 

(d) Close co-operation through Do- 
minion Provincial onferences held an- 
nually. 


ESSENTIAL TO THE WAR EFFORT 


In the language of the Report 
(p. 275)— “The need for some action 
designed to enable the people of Can- 
ada to throw their whole weight into 
any great national effért, such as the 
struggle to which they have commit- 
ted themselves; aad at the same time 
to ensure the smooth working of the 
social and educational services on 
which the welfare of the mass of the 
people depends, is far greater and far 
more urgent in time of War and of 
post-War reorganisation than it is in 
time of peace. And it is precisely to 
these two main objectives that the 
chief recommendations of the Commis- 
sion have been directed.” 

Implementation of the Report will 
result in an expansion of the national 
income. It will improve the national 
credit and make it easier to bear the 
financial burdens of war. It will in- 
crease national efficiency at a time of 
national emergency.

SOIL EROSION 


The Agricultural Department of 
The North-West Line Elevators Asso- 
ciation has just published a well- 
illustrated bulletin dealing with the 
subject of water erosion of soils. Its 
purpose is to draw attention to a 
problem which has, to a large extent, 
been overlooked by the general 
public. It has been easy to arouse 
public interest in the problem of soil 
drifting, and control practices have 
met with a large measure of success. 
Water erosion may be quite as dam- 
aging as soil drifting on individual 
farms, but, since the injury to the 
soil is often less obvious, it is apt to 
be neglected. 

The bulletin is well illustrated and 
written in popular style. It deals in a 
general way with the causes of 
erosion, with the losses suffered, and 
with control measures. It contains 
seven excellent illustrations of fields 
in the Prairie Provinces which are 
suffering serious damage. In addition, 
there are four pictures generously 
supplied by the United States Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Since this is the aay publication 
of its kind in Canada, it should be 
read by every prairie farmer. All 
Junior Club members and high 
school students should secure copies, 
since “they shall inherit ihe earth,” 
or as much of it as is not washed or 
blown away!
